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The  reader  will  discover,  from  a  casual  examination  of  any  issue  of  the  Folio, 
that  the  interview  provides  the  basic  structure  for  a  considerable  variety  of  KPFA's 
programs.  Usually  associated  with  such  public  affairs  programs  as  "Men  and  Issues", 
the  interview  actually  turns  up  in  almost  every  program  category;  consider  "Meet 
the  Composer",  for  example,  one  of  the  oldest  of  KPFA's  programs— about  as  old,  in 
fact,  as  KPFA.  In  its  origins,  the  interview  is  a  journalistic  technique.  In  its  effect, 
it  may  be  anything— an  inquisition,  a  monologue,  a  colloquy. 

The  various  results  come  from  many  things,  most  obviously  from  the  differences 
in  personality  among  those  being  interviewed.  And  the  effect  of  the  interviewer  is 
equally  important;  his  personality,  his  approach,  and  his  purpose  all  play  a  necessary 
part  in  determining  not  only  the  tone  of  the  interview,  but  its  shape  and  its  content  as 
well.  Looked  at  this  way,  the  interview  is  seen  as  an  expression  of  facts  about  both 
the  parties  to  it. 

But  it  can  also  be  considered  not  as  a  source  of  fact,  but  as  the  illustration  of  an 
idea  about  interviewing;  not  for  what  it  is,  but  for  what  it  ought  to  be.  There  are 
indeed  theories  about  what  an  interview  should  be.  Perhaps  the  interviewer  should  act 
as  a  catalyst;  he  will  then  limit  his  part  in  the  interview  to  making  it  possible  for  the 
other  person  to  express  himself  freely.  Or  more  deliberately,  the  interviewer  may  lead 
the  talk  to  definite  ideas  or  issues;  he  may  ask  questions  designed  to  serve  as  a  spring- 
board for  general  discussion,  or  possibly  for  reminiscence;  he  may  ask  a  series  of 
pointed  questions  intended  to  clarify  a  specific  opinion.  He  may  let  his  own  opinions 
and  feelings  become  clear  during  the  interview.  He  may  even  go  so  far  as  to  take  an 
equal  part  in  a  conversation  in  which  views  of  both  participants  are  interchanged  and 
examined  mutually. 

Perhaps  the  truth  is  that  which  of  these  plans  is  best  depends  on  the  particular 
situation,  and  on  the  particular  pair  of  men  around  the  microphone.  Communication 
becomes  more  precarious  these  days  anyhow,  even  without  theoretical  limitations.  The 
interviews  listed  in  this  Folio  are  notably  varied,  and  variously  linked  to  others  of  our 
programs;  some  details  about  them  will  be  found  on  page  7.

THE  CASE  OF  KARL  MARX-On  Monday,  Sept.  12,  at  9:10,  Dr.  Walter  W.  Marseille  begins 
a  series  of  nine  weekly  lectures  on  Marx— "a  psychoanalytic  study  of  his  life  and  work."  Dr. 
Marseille  has  been  one  of  KPFA's  regular  commentators  for  the  past  half  year.  His  special 
field  of  interest  is  the  application  of  psychoanalysis  to  the  problems  of  politics. 

In  response  to  some  inquiries,  we  plan  to  have  the  Folio  carry,  from  time  to  time,  notes 
about  the  background  of  KPFA's  various  commentators,  and  we  begin  now  with  Dr.  Mar- 
seille. He  is  a  descendant  of  a  Huguenot  family  who  had  to  emigrate  from  France  to  escape 
religious  persecution,  and  who  settled  in  Prussia  at  a  time  when  it  was  a  liberal  country.  He 
was  born  in  1901,  son  of  Gustav  Marseille,  a  leader  in  the  progressive  education  movement 
in  the  early  part  of  the  century.  He  studied  psychology,  mathematics,  history,  and  philosophy 
at  the  Universities  of  Heidelberg,  Freiburg,  Munich,  and  Marburg,  and  took  his  Ph.D.  under 
Martin  Heidegger,  founder  of  the  existentialist  school.  He  broke  with  Heidegger  in  1932, 
when  the  latter  refused  to  declare  that  he  was  not  a  Nazi.  Dr.  Marseille  trained  as  a  psycho- 
analyst at  the  Institutes  of  the  Berlin  and  Vienna  Psychoanalytic  Societies.  He  left  first 
Germany,  and  then  Austria,  before  Hitler  came  to  power,  and  associated  with  the  Social 
Democratic  underground.  He  emigrated  to  England  early  in  1938,  to  America  late  in  1938, 
and  has  lived  in  Berkeley  since  1954.
